In e^rrtcatrAg thi 
cttil4 sM had umplf-fDlloweil'tlieimmp-^ 
diafe tmpalse of a b«ii«volettt soul, which, 
waitiifj not for calculations on its own 
safely c* danger, "makoi an instant effort 
to assist the suflerer ; to have preserved 
the last treasure of an nnfortuftTte widow, 
was an incrMse of tttisfactioft-; but to 
find ibat she had thus elevated the adml* 
ration of the man she loved, to the highest 
pitch of enthuBtasm, was an exquisite rap- 
ture -of which Jew can conceive the force.

" Madame de Fontainvifle is with your 
brother at 'Bolzano ; at least she sees him 
cvef y day, every haur ; and the price he pays 
for (his fatal enjoyment, is likely to infect 
him with the most pernicious of all evil 
, propensities : the house where she resides; 
is the resort of gamesters. Do not disVe- 
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gardijus warning: beassiredthhtonyour - 
acconnt, I ant alFt-ctiopately mtere»Ud m' 
your brother^ honour ; and that v^Ti^ytr 
Tarn enabled to make myaelf tJiorpMglrfy

Na bodiiy :fonittnt conhl ■ equal thiq 
nental suffexnig of Demetrius, while hq 
Tcpeated the progress of his weak piseioa ; 
his fvequmt good resi^utijons, tffoken.ai 
soon as formed ; his desperate acqiliePC^ncq 
in an amusement which he detested, and 
which his narrow income rendered criiai- 
nal. The severest moralist could not have 
upbraided and denounced him more ve- 
hemently, than was done by his own cotv* 
stieace. Frequently he broke off in the

Could I see you 
restored to peace of mind ; could I hope 
to find you determine upon the only 
measnr^ likely to reconcile you to your- 
self, f should lock backwithout grief, and 
forward' with the sweetest security." 
' DemetriclB shook- in every .limb, as h» 
heard these words: a deadly paleness suc- 
.ceeded his glow of enthusiastic gratitude: 
Zaif«, the fond beloved Zaire, rose to hia 
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thought^ and p^icd the resolutioiis Jm 
was just going to fonn. — He now pressed 
his hand cm his JWehead, ' is a tumult -of 
contending feelings, ' tore opes his unit 
fonn, and shatdring llie picture of Zaire 
froinhjs bosom, gazed-atit wildly; kissed it 
again and again ;'held it' to his heart, hJ4 
lips, his eyes; mingled tears andsobs.wttlf 
these sad caresses; then hajuily pushing- it 
into his brother's hand, exclaimed,—" I 
will never see her mote."

Demetrius left 
to his own exertions, would be roused to 
greater efforts, by the «rery absence of that 
soft supporting heart, on which he vfiia 
accustomed to lean, and melt away in 
weakness : he would be kft to the wa- 
effaced impression of this affecting inter* 
view ; to the remembrance of his. u^qui-'

These considerations decided Leopobtat ; 
conscious that unlimited confidence, is 
to a generous nature, but a stronger 
motive to deserve it. 

While his brother slept, (for Demetrius 
slept ; and it was the first time ' he had 
done so, since he quitted the Tyrol). —

the peace of her father ; — deKitcated the 
beauty. of a blameless attachment, the 
purity of its desires, the sublime heights to 
which it often conducted men, the ignoble 
feelings from whJch it preserved them: 
rfaithfuUy estimated the mental powers of 
Demetrius ; and then commented on the 
oblivion into which they had sunk, during 
his devotion, to a woman, whose ill-di- 
rected tenderness valued nothing. in her 
lover but his love ; and who, satisfied with 
being all the world to hira, was coutispt to 
see him become nothing to illl the worid: 

Warm commendations, add pfrfect re- 
liance, closed this long letter: — indeed, it 
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was a transcript of the writer's heart, 
where pity and admiration, had nearly si- 
lenced censure. 

' Long after day dawned, he threw him- 
self upon a sofa, where his oT«r-ta8ked 
s^rit, enjoyed a short respite ' frwn ite 
many anxieties. 

When the brothers met the next mom' 
ing, tfaeie was a settled seriousnes in the 
younger's looks, which spoke peace to 
Charles. He had dreaded the sight of 
evep-varying anguish in a countenance 
which nature seemed to have destined for 
the abode of the most blissful and endear- 
ing expressions : he therefore saw with 
satisfaction, that the eyes of Demetrius 
were still and moujnful. 
~ It was not from turbulent emotions, or 
paraxyans of remorse, (the more violent,- 
perhaps, from a consciousness of wanting 
will, to render thatremorse repentance) : 
that he could look for this renovation of 
hii brother: he was to be saved only by 
on attentive survey of his own situatioiH 
3 
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and a rigid resolution of renouncing ita 
dangers. {lis present composure, though 
sad beyond descriptionj y/zs the best proof 
of a resolute mind. 

When Leopolstat announced the ne- 
cessity he vras under, of returning intme- 
diately to Vienna, he gave his brother, 
the letter of the preceding night ; telling 
him to seek thercj for his advice upon a 
fubject too piunful to discuss. He then 
entered into a minuter detail (^ his own 
affairs, in which the name of Adelaide 
Ingersdorf, was but too often mefitioned. 

During the few hours they remained 
■ together, Charles could not entirely think 
of his brother: frequently thought carried 
him back to Adelaide; hb fixed eyeswere 
then filled with tears ; and Demetriu* 
hearing his profound, unconscious sigh^ 
noting the change in his once complete 
figure, observing the sudden force with 
which he wrested back his mind, blushed 
at his own comparative imbecility. — If 
Charies could thus meditate the sacriflce, 
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and attempt the cure of a virtuous affec- 
tion, even while believing himself beloved, 
should he, the victim of a'lawless one, 
dare to shrink from a similar task ? The 
spairk of honourable emulation was smo- 
thered not extinguished, in this youthful 
bosom ; it now spread into a blaze. 

While Charles went to visit Colonel 
Wurtzburgh, Demetrius wrote a letter to 
Madame de Fontainville; a farewel let- 
ter! — Let those who have loved as he 
had done ; who have, like him, suffered, 
passiisn to assault without overcoming 
principle, imagine his anguish during this 
forced conquest of the former ! No lon- 
ger did he write to vow eternal constancy, 
to cheat himself arid her, by swearing to 
love <m, yet never to 'see her more; he 
wrote to confess his sense of their mutual 
weakness; relating all that had passed be- 
tween her father, his brother, and himself; 
exhorting her to resolve as he did i6 
master the passion which religion con- 
demned, and solemnly assuring her, that 
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though she was still, dearer to him than 
the vital blood which swelled his heart, 
be steadfastly resolved to make thb dreaded 
conquest, the business of his future life. . 
When he would have besought her, 
never more to distract him by the slightest 
testimony of an affection, once so fondly 
sought, so dearly prized, his heart gave 
way; he threw himself upon the paper, 
and blotted it, with his teats. Memory, 
that curse and blessing of our existence, 
presented him with such fatal charms of 
tenderness and beauty, in' the image of 
2aire, that for awhile he believed his 
pas^on unconquerable : — like a repressed 
iprfent, it rolled back upon hts soul,' 
sweeping away all power, all lirill to re- 
nounce. -her. 

This phrenzy was long, but not endless : 
its tempestuous waves gradually subsided ; 
and again he beheld the bright summits 
of virtue and peace. 

On the return of Charles, Demetrius 
put this letter into his hand, with visible 
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emotion : he would have told him to pead 
it, had not his quivering lips denied him 
utterance- His brother eagerly ran 
through it, and often were the tremulous 
characteis, andistinguishable to his floated 
ci^es. 

Afier compfetely perusing it, h« prM- 
sed the unhappy writer's hand, saying, 
sofHy, " I will give it hCT, mysdf;" — 
Demetrius motioned his acquie^ence, 
for he couM not speak ; a long time he 
remained silent; while his pale, bxi ssd* 
dcfdy-disturbed'countemnkck, ilonveviiir-' 

' ed Ac internal conflict frbich agaiii 
b^n to agitate him. At lost, a conwK 
afve groan burst from his heart. Charles 
.who haft been conwmpfeting iiim, wkh 
the most harrowing commiseration, start- 
ed from his seat, and throwing his anins 
nmnd him, exdaimed — " O my brother, 
have i exacted too tnuch?" 

" Spare me awhile. Chaises, spare me ! 
-—allow me bat a fcw moments of mise- 
rable weak^iss!" t-eplied Demetrias, in a 
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suffocated voice, " if you could guess how 
I love her ! — how I shudder at the thought 
of never, never seeing her more ; of be- 
coming to her, as if I were not — of seek- 
ing to fcH'get that love and that beauty 
which were in my eyes, the sole charm of 
this world — O God! O Cod! can the se- 
paration of soul and body be more dread- 
ful than this?" 

At the \ast words, his eyes rolled so 
wildly, ttsat his b*e*ef began »be alarm*- 
td for bis i«iti!llect6 ,' aiid sitting dbwh by 
Mnl,»ft!9vdfo b6istht hiiiA ifitii ctitipiimre'. 

Th0 gtiit of uR^vfemabltt dgdny again 
pikssed ftway, afii <^h»vl«s \^$K4b]e to m^/i 
hiai it tke tstpi^a^ith of ^h hotir, wifheUt 
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It will now, be necessary to revert to 
what passed between Leopolstat and 
Colonel Wurtzburgh : and in order to 
make the separate feelings of these gen- 
tlemen, perfectly intelligible, I must ex- 
plain the secret motives of the Colonel's 
conduct. It may be remernbered, ■ that 
during the first part of this officer's military 
career, he was constantly out-done by the 
superior talents and bravery of Charles. — 
Thus suddenly eclipsed by the happier 
star of another ; and painfully beholding 
his own deformity, in the bright mirror 
of that other's excellence ; he grew to 
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hate him for his virtues: he brooded over 
his meritorious actions, as if they had been 
so many personal injuries; and then 
formed the resolution of devoting his 
whole soul, to the task of embittering his 
rival's days. 

The firet of his efforts was directed to- 
wards mortifying and disgracing Charles : 
it proved abortive: to mortify, was an act 
out of the power of his contemptuous inso« 
lence ; and the attempt at disgracii^, inva- 
riably terminated in rousing sopiie latent 
(inequality, or in displaying, under a more 
decided light, some brilliant service of his 
Hval's, which had lain hitherto, unobserved. 

After parting at Mantua, Wurtzburgh ■ 
did not lose sight of his object. Every- 
body spoke of the gallant Count LebpoU 
slat, and by so doing, contributed to feed 
the fire which smouldered unsiwpected,' in 
the bosom of the other. — At Iraigtl^ 
Wurtzburgh became master of, a splertdid 
fortune ; he obtained the' commandtof a 
regiment; was surrounded with flatterers 
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and dependents, with power ;uid wealth, 
yet still he continued to detest the man 
who coald do longer obetnict his advaoce- 
tnent. 

This Hatred, moostrons, powerful, and 
unconquerable, was now, the very twin of 
his soqI. He tofTered it to rule and impel 
all his actions so long, that he was become 
its slave : to satiate its inordinate appetite, 
^ meditated the temporary sacrifice of all 
his dearest gratifications; he resolved to 
cast off old habits, dress his manners in 
the garb most likely to impose on Charles, 
and by insinuating himself into his cbn- 
fidence, learn where to strike the unfailing 
dea^blow of his peace. 

For this purpose he visited Leopolstat 
Jn Vienna; and by a bold confession of 
his former moroseness, linked to an ap- 
pearance of generous reliance, paved the 
way to intimacy. 

A few interviews were sufBcient for settl- 
ing the plan of this perfidious wretch.— 
Kttily did he perceive that Chades was to 
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hi pierced oniy through tbC'heart df biB 
broither; bikI that cohsequeotly whcnevrr 
he could plunge him, mtb guilt or Inacry, 
his views vrodid be accomplished. 

The incDDstdertte vivacity atid glowing 
tempefameht of Demetrius ; his romantic 
ci^diility and rash sincerity ; the tenacity 
of his. affections; the quickness with which 
fhey Were ooneeivedy and the pain vtiA 
which they wereabandoned; his seimbility 
to beauty I Ms df«ad of riditmle ; and, 
- above all, a slight tinctBre of vanity, en>- 
couraged Wlirtzbui^h's most sanguii)* 
hopes. Nature seemed to have created 
■the poor youth with all these properties, 
(and with a face and figure which weic 
defined to cost him many trials): as if 
merely to be the instrument of this ntan's 
vengeance. 

Fixing his whole aim ^xin him, there^ 
(ore, he became reconciled to the guarded 
reserve with which Charles instinctively 
repelled ink advances towards confidence : 
It wais now enough fan his scheme if hb 
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could but retain a good name, and be 
permitted to enter with apparent zeal into 
the interests of Demetrius. 

Charles never dreamed of opposing a 
zeal so conducive to his brother's advance- 
ment: he saw nothing reprehensible in 
the cOTiduct of Wurtzburgh, though he 
met with little in it which conciliated af- 
fection. He was no gamester, no drunk- 
ard, he associated with respectable men, 
and, except in the single instance of keep- 
ing a mistress, appeared perfectly correct : 
even this, might have been but a tempo- 
fary deviation from better principles. 

Contenting himself with advising De- 
metrius .not to accept too much kind- 
ness; nor to let mereliabitual intercourse 
produce that intimate confidence which 
ought to spring only from an accordance 
of taste, principles, and feelings, Charles 
continued to receive and to visit Wurtz- 
burgh without suspicion. Meanwhile, the 
growing passion of Demetrius for Madame 
de FontainviUe, had been attentively 
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watched by this pretended friend. — Ap- 
pearing completely ignorant of it. he was 
enabled to increase it in a thousand ways. 
Sometimes he discussed the perils and sor- 
rows of her desolate lot ; sometimes he re- 
lated encomiums which he had heard her 
pass upon Demetrius ; then he counted the 
number of her admireis, jested about the 
eclat of exiling them all ; or perhaps ^id 
more seriously, that the preference of such 
an idolized woman, was a million of times 
superior in value to that of one less ad- 
mired. 

No sooner was Demetrius fixed in the 
Tyrol, and Madame de Fontainville able 
to receive visitors than Wurtzburgh hast> 
cned to send up his name, and inquire if 
she had any commands for him to obey in 
Bolzano. At that magic name, he was 
sure her doors would open ; they did so. 
He found her ill and irresolute; medi^ 
tating a journey to Bolzano, which he, 
(seeming unsuspicious of its object) ve- 
hemently seconded. His fatal representa- 
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tions, and perpetual aliusioiiS to tbeif 
young friend, fixed her before wafld*ritig 
purposes. — She repaired to th* tyrol. — ' 
There, it is needless to say how ardently 
ihe Colonel devoted himself to the task of 
ruining two artless people, hy indulging 
their censurable attachment; by dismpwing 
their sobftr thoughts, in vrorthl«B attnise^ - 
ments ; and by striving td make Dfioic 
trius yield himself up in despair, to com* 
plete depravity. 

The abrupt departure of this deceived 
young man, together with his incoherent 
note, satisfied Wurtzburgh that one part 
of his scheme had taken effect : the other 
he immediately put into a train of suc- 
cess. In an elaborate letter (as if writ- 
ten by an inhabitant- of Bolzano, jealous 
of a parent's honour), he gave the Mar-- 
quis de Liancour the most pcalive assur- 
ance of his daughter's seduction; and 
then stimulated him to revenge it. De 
Liancour was a man of quick passions. 
No sooner did he receive th js vile fof gery. 
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fhan be hastened to Bolzano; where, 
finding Zaire, (whom he had hitherto be- 
lieved in ^Vienna) terrifying her into wild 
ex|H'essioiis which his prejudice ever took 
for confessions of guilty he proceeded in 
fi^ch of Demetrius. He theA learned to 
repent his credulity. 

No suspicion could li^t upon Colonel 
Wurtzbnrgh during all this transaction. 
Charles when he Tinted him, was incapa- 
ble of harbouring an idea that he had 
wilfully accelerated the wretchedness of 
his brothef ; but he spokfe of his indis- 
creet indulgence, with serious displeasure. 
It was in vain that the artful Colonel de- 
precated resentment, by bewailing the ro- 
mantic friendship which had prompted him 
to rely upon his favourite's virtue, and to 
grant him some latitude ; he protested, 
that he had imagined the passion of both 
to be of too pure a cast, to warrant » 
■single doubt of its ultimate innocence ; 
and then appealed to Demetrius himself, 
for a c&rroboratioa of the repeated ex- 
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hbrtations he had given him on that sub- 
ject. 

For the losses at hazard, the Colonel 
urged, that he was no farther culpable, 
than in not being able to endure the sight 
of a friend's pecuniary distress: nay, he 
was a professed detester of such games, 
was himself a sufferer by Madame de 
Marienthal's skill, and never had played 
. but from a mistaken wish of engaging the 
lovers in something capable of drawing 
away their thoughts from eaeh other. 
He further added, that had he not been 
profoundly ignorant of the young Count's 
finances, { (he limits of which he now heard 
for the first time), he would not, even 
though thus urged, have countenanced 
the youth ill risking what appeared to 
him then, an inconsiderable sura. 

Charles admitted the force of these pal- 
liations: but he reminded Wurtzburgh, 
that he was of an age when friendship 
shews itself in steady acts of kindness, 
.authorized by reason and rectitude; in 
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tender restraint and wholesome censure; 
not in boyish indulgence of pernicious' 
inclinations. He then adiiiooi^ed him, 
to consult in future, the honoor of a 
friend, rather than hisgratification. Wurtz- 
hurgh assumed an air of contrition, pro- 
fessed to be struck with a sense of his 
error, to see the whole affair under a new 
light; in short (o be so penetrated with 
the conviction of his own faulting, as- 
to find no other way of silencing his con-, 
science than by cancelling the pecuniary 
obligations between him and Demetrius. 

This proposal was crushed by the spi- 
rited Charles. His soul abhorred the very 
thought of accepting favours from any 
persons but such as he loved ; from them, 
oUigation yiaa delight ; for he never yet . 
could determine whidi was the sweetest 
pleasure, to give, or to receive. 

Firmly, yet courteously did he reject 
all the Colonel's importunities; leaving 
him rebuked into a rancour so poisonous, 
as to be with difficulty concealed. 
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As Charles pursued his solitary journey 
towards Austria, the ckngor of martial 
music, swelling louder at every stnun, 
■warned him of the approach of trodps. 
He drew up his hoi^i (for he was ift A 
narrow defile aoiong the iaoUdlaiiMj ) ahd 
^ffefed the regiAient to pa^. 

The meridian sun glitMritig tf> cK-cesA 
upoti theif aHAs, prevented him (taiA dis- 
tihguishing the ^e at k groups t»f oSi^ 
cert who wefe lidiftg ift the re*; but 
thfongh the confosioti of th«ir gxy cbtfiduf . 
ho thought he recognised the voi«« ef 
Count FoTshiemj at the tefne ffiom^l, 
Forshieito rode out of the rankSj. and aif. 
luted him. 

There was such a ge«uin« gtew ot 
ple&s&re ih ^6 mtifiner of tbU ]rdu«g 
man, that Chftfte stretcbtMl ttiit his hand 
to him^ and while they witli difSeulty 
reined-in theSr proudly-^jwincirtg ehafgers, 
exchange hfeafty assUfances of contidued 
esteem. 

Suddenly an idea strudc L«opoUtat, 
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upon which he mused for a few momelits, 
then telling the Count he would turn 
hack with him awhile> walked fais horse 
beside him. 

Tbe other officers bowed, and galloped 
forwards. For^iem had said he was go- 
ing into quarters near Agoro, and Charles 
Icnew that in FotsHiem, Demetrius would 
find a cotnpacion better suited to-the pre^ 
sentstete «f his nrind, than any one of the 
nien> cdlmposing Colonel Wurtzburghli 
corps :-^tD be sure, it was a galling tiling 
thus to bind himself by obligation, to the 
hapff torer of Adelaide ; but ought so 
se^sh a consideration, to deter turn from 
adopting a mode of comforting lus bh>- , 
ther^^sach weakmSis, was inlpoGslble to 
Omlee. 

Brieftf apoloij^zing, therefore, for the 
liberty fae was about to take, he sketched 
the situation of Demetrius ; merely dis- 
closing as much as was necessary to inform 
his auditor, that Demetrius was unhappy.

censure. When Mam'selle Ingersdorf is 
for ever removed from me, and 1 engaged 
in active employment, you shall see me- 
recover myself. Mine is a heart very re- 
fractory to the tyrannical god ; and possibly 
it is for that reason he rules itso cruelly." 

The levity of Leopolstat's concluding 
Words, and the smile he dressed them in, 
were wretchedly suited to his quivering 
lip and agitated voice. He waited not for: 
reply, but abruptly left- the place.

The Baron remained lost in thoitght.

The Baron was not a little disappointed .

lover's hat let^er, by indiscreet reproachesv 

Nothing could' have injumd her cause- 
so much 36 this conduct. 

The heart of Demetrius awakened to a 
eoneciousness -of gnilt, now anxionsly 
-sought for some ^n^wiertng sentinieiit in- 
that of the woman he still idolized. It 
aecretiy recoiled from the evidence before 
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him, thnt her amil was incapatde of calch- 
ing the etilhiisiasm of hi«. 

Fain, fniti, would'be have thought her, 
as he had once done, the periecstion of 
female worth ! 

The discourses of Charlet, had infused 
new ideas of feminine -character, tnfo'hta 
mind; and when he compared them with 
that of his too-dear Zaire, he turned away 
from the comparison withpainful disqviet. 
■ Count Forshiem'* society, and a tem- 
porary alssence of Colonel Wurtzbargfa, 
forlunatdy ripened -these good frails of 

. reflection. 

Demetrius, every day grew more cont- 
posed ; steadily pursaed the severest sta- 

- dies with intense application ; and though 
his new friend would often see his features. 
agitated by s.udden rec^ections, or behold 

■ him start away, and bUry a violent IwESt 
of anguish in' sofitude, stiO he knew hiin 
resolute in the endeavour of regaining ii& 
bi-Qther's esteem. 
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Forshiem was so stilled in his professioo, 
and so accomplished in every manly ex- 
ercise, that he was never at a los3 for me- 
thods to vary the occupationsof Demetriua; 
and there was so much constant happiness 
in his sun-burnt countenance, that he 
might be said to carry about with hint 
such a care-ending atmosphere, as dwells, 
upon lofty mountains. 

From admiring this happiness, young

In their- wflnderingB over the Bellunesc, 
they saw the ground with soldiers' eyes;, 
and frequently Demetrius forgot to re- 
mark its beauties, in the ardour with 
which he caHvaased the advantages nM 
disadvantages it presented, for attack or 
defence.

the young men into the ioot road!

mitting us too often, we niay tiha'im 
bouse a relief after bard study. .^There is 
iust a dye ^mix,ture of ease lyid 'modesty. 
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in the maimers of his niece ; and she hab 
Buch an animating countenance !" 

" 'Tis a very odd one, faith t" exclaim- 
ed Forshiem, " it reminded me in five 
minutes, of every agreeable ' face T had 
ever seen in my life: men's, and women's, 
the handsome, and the plain, the amiafele-, 
and the sublime. Surely, sufR a de^- 
lightful variety in expresiioii, atoneJ fta- 
the absence of critical beauty." 

" Ohj beauty, syren beauty !" said Dei 
roetrius in a tone of deep sadness' — " why 
do we prize it so, when it bewitches fiWay 
our guardian angel, reason? — Lorenza is 
much better without it." 

He then sunk into sudden silence, from 
which not all the friendly efforts of For- 
shiem could effectually rouse him. His 
heart was full of Madame de Fontainville : 
some evanescent expression of Lorenza 
Soldifli's changeful eyes, had forcibly re- 
called the most seducing loolts of her's ; 
will all the tenderness that inspfred them, 
now pressed upon his memory. 
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These reflections no longer maddened 
his brain ; but they created a melancholy, 
far more oppressive. Certain that he -had 
parted from 2aire for ever, he thotgli^ 
that with h?r, he relinquished the animat-' 
ing sentiment iri which his nature coul^ 
alone i^nd happiness.

but he did it without' one partitfc'bf 
esteem: the Coloiiel'in reflirVi'feyba Kim 
WiA Secret vexation." He sirw''lrf'hfm''a 
strong barrier opposed to 'Ms* s^tl^uSne 
pwwpedi or converting the d^^ra(ei^tate 
of young . LeopolBtat's mind, '^ihto' the 
mesms of his'uHiroatedestnictioni* and he 
therefore postpoDed his views/'without 
relinquffihirtg them. 

^,' Assuming the habits of the fi'icnds, he 
firquently joined their rides, and walks 
to the worthy pastor's ; nay, old Natalie 
had her share of attention, and was once 
or twice presenled by him -with a silk

Cliade* in repniji, did not evfjenJD.e- 
metrius to , employ his thoggh;^: .^Ipflut 
conjecturing the fate of Madame de Fo^- 
tainville: he was conscious tha{ the tvor 
man who has once been loved. JuVst P*er 
be interesting; and thecefoce. when hs 
heard occasionally from her f^thf^r*. b^ 
spoke of them in bis _lettecs.. , TJiis 
conduct was equally humane and jttdici- 
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OU9 : it hilled tbe anxious fcQn« tvfaile i| 
awalcened the stiti-livelier thankfulDcts of 
Demetrius; ivhose tears now and then 
stealing dowi> upon these letters, flowed 
diS^inuch from gratitude as from regret. ' • 

■The societj'' at the pastor's, contributed 
in no slight degree to efface the impwEsions 
of unhallowed passion. Soldini had the 
happy art of never losing sight of his sacred 
function', even in the most social hours: 
"iiis conversation always led to reflections 
which bettered the heart, and elevated the 
mind. In his life, yoa read the beauty 
of his doctrines ; in bis'counfenance you 
saw the blessedness of his soul. 

Demetrius daily gathered from him, 
new stores of principle, which insensibly 
left no room for selfish and inordinate de- 
sir?. He became reconciled to the blow 
which had severed him from Zaire: and 
while playing with the Hide Simmotietla,^ 
(Soldini's youngest niece;) lost every 
painful remembrance in genuine gaiety. 

The pretty sportiveness of this child. 
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the wUmsical anthnoss of ber mter, thet 
contagious chBcrfuInen of Fonsbiem were 
so matry ^utur; mediciiMs whtchbrought 
Ihick the health and spirits o£ Demetrius ; 
:uid though aioud sigh vrould oftm antest 
a loud laugli, yet he laughed agalu the! 
very next moment. 

Nearly three months had elapsed si'sce 
the young men's intradnotion to thff 
worthy pastcH-, when the clashing interest* 
of the congress M Rastadt, and the rapid 
changes in military dispositlonSj announced 
another war. ; The l»'igade in which they 
were, was ordered to proceed further into 
the Venetian states; after which it waft 
probable their regiments would be'sppft- 
rated. ■ This was a severe mortification to 
both. 

They took leave of the pastor's family, 
with an emotion which was only excelled 
by that of the once-gay Lorenza, who now 
sat bathed in tears by the side of For^ 
shiem ; while her little sister clung round 
the neck of Demetrius^ repeating the un* 
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nstrainedhissofciiildhaddiAnd s^bkigout;

AestmtAiijfrey -within his grasp, and only 
waited, fw an opportunity (which he 
tnisttd young t^eopolstat's character would 
soon furnish : ) to whelm him in irrevoca- 
ble ruin.' 

■ Scarcely had the reviving Demetrius be- 
gan te indulge in dreams ■ of future fame, 
upon the MHnantic banks of the Livenza, 
when an incident occurred, which promised 
a recompense for his past sufferings.

■ 'rtift' abMSfte of his friend Fotshiem' 
and the new. light in which bis altered 
habits' itaade him behold Wurtzbuigh; 
some 'tender tecolledtions^of scenes long 
since ov&r, nev^t to be renewed* cowqiiiwd 
iWth a dark temlpestuoas nigkt, about (he 
eiid of E>ecember, to depress hia ^rits 
moiv than usual. As he passed tbe EeniJ- 
nels, their cbeerfal songs, «r caselcBs wliis- 
tle,' called Up a train of thanghls irpoQ the 
niiserfesof that superior cuttivatidn^ which 
serves only to render our nio^l sense, 
more exquisite to pain :— He contrasted 
his blighted feeling with their jovial 
thoughtlessness ; and pondering on the 
brevity of that existence, of which bo 
great a part had passed with him, solely in 
procuring himself sorrow, his reflections 
clothed themselves in the following dress.

Sometimes he illustrated his remarks by 
sftrtches of the conduct which excited 
Aem ; and aontctimes, ( where his own 
fiielin^ forbade explmation ; ) he paused 
awhile, only to renew with greater energy 
the assurance of that brother's unequalled 
goodircss. 

Deiaetriu& was oot awaFc that ia that 
making Charles's eulogium, he was hter- 
iaily raaking his own. For both ladies 
admired a natture which thus prored itself 
mcapaitle of eirvy. and alive to the nvsstr 
slkcred ofscntimeAiE. 
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In the cemmon intercourse of life, we 
have so many circumvallations of cere- 
mony, to pierce through; so many out^ 
works of awe and reserve, to carry, ere we 
can get to the heart, that it is seldom we.

rather than of feature; but it wafe very 
striking; arguing a similarity both in tern-' 
perament and mind. 

During this visit Demetrius Icarnfed that- 
Mam'selle de Ingersdorf was still with her 
fathtr near Munich, and that she was well 
in health. 

Willingly would Demetrius have known 
more of one, in whom he was- interested 
from her endearing qualities, as much as 
from the certainty of her power over his 
brother's peace; but the Princess evidently' 
sjiunned the subject ; though the sudden' 
sigh she drew, while lamenting her friend's 
departiire from Vienna, convinced her 
watchful auditor, that she knew the extent 
of Adelaide's situation. 

The Duchess had determined upon re- 
moving to a neighbouring lodge while the 
burned wing should be rebuilt; 'for Which 
purpose the domestics were employed in' - 
transferring part of the furniture. De- 
metrius was now invited to Join i^e family; 
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Itift the palacQ with %, trofi^j of' (P«nfi<ai- 
tia'fi favofiv; having had ^is ioconveeicfit 
sling replaced by one, wbi«h;iMK owade— 
Hcs|te hands aie|^u«fd. 

Power aad wesiliih, ai* the only, ttta^- 
cUas: they can create ^ky-itavd owt'of 
desarts, and turn a dull pile, into a/se^sio 
of ^lend^ur ! , 

When Demetrius entered the lodgr, ht 
Was su^i^ to see it as nth m ouuimcnt 
i^fid coiqfoFt, as if it had «iwty» been- the 
residence of princes. Tie »ituRti»i» itidf 
was highly roounlk: banging over the 
Xivenza river, and surrounded by gigaatic 
eyergteens. Beautiful exotica blotMOxd in' 
livery salboD: ; and the genJal'temp^ratuEe 
of an air, artificially produced, made htm. 
forget that all was winter without. 

As he trod tbe matted galleries, antici- 
pating the. partial: eereption he was sure- 
tjt> loeet with, bis. heart seeviMd to whisper 
that here it had found its hom.e. He Stit 
a sort o£ property in the charming womea 
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kihoK hvei he had raved, and alihttt lohged 
l» greet their kindness with a cordial em* 
b»ee. 

- Ab he a^roached the Princeffl (aft** 
having kissed the oHt-stretched hand of 
the Duchess,) she said with her usual in- 
noeant fiaakness^ 

" We have thought you so long ! — I 
befieve we shall never feel safe a^in 
wthoirt you." 

- "^ And I am sure," rejoined the old lady, . 
" we djall never thoroughly enjoy any 
Arture pleasure, unless our deliverer has 
his full share of it. — ^We have not many 
pleasures' here) 'tis true ; but 1 can' add to 
them, for the sake of a young man to 
whom I owe so much. 

" Are you fond of music. Count ? — Do 
you love dancuig? or hunting? or read- 
ing? or social quiet? or whnt do you like? 
Before we can get quite as sociable ks f 
mean we shall be, we must understand' 
each others tastes. Though my Constaritia 
cheerfvlty quits the gay world, to- enJiven 
c 5 
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tht ritirf ittent of an infirm old woman, I 
will not-insist upon jour doing the samfe ; 
Bttd yet I must see you very often. — So 
rhuse how it is to be :^in assemblies, or 
at rtrqt little BUpper-table?" 

Overpowered with gratitude and grati- 
fication, Demetnius, pf coarse, poured out 
a most eloquent rhapsody about the de- 
light of social intercourse, the improving 
•aim of seclusion, the inexhaustible liches 
of study ; sprinkling his discourse very 
pifrtilifully with allusions to the contem- 
plative walk' between avenues of awe-in^ 
spiring cedars; the distant roar of the 
Adriatic, and the beauties of moon-light: 
in short, Demetrius wished to retain the 
favour of the DHrhess,,and with a harmless 
deceit, kept back bis taste for hunting and 
dancing, avowing only his real predilec- 
tion for the other pursuits. 

The Ducheis smiled ; 

■ ■' 1 his philosophic indifference to corn- 
iron pleasures," she said, " lifts you so 
aboVe our level, that I see you must be 
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coocupte4i><.U«le, to make .you, f^)pipR- 
nJQt^bt^: Ke'Uha,v£aba]l here.yefy st^on.' 
4nd then you shall have an opportunity 
of trying whether. Constantia bangs 'a» 
heavy on your hanc|sj as she di4 l^st,iHgIit 
OX) yoifr ?rais." - T 

. , A hearty laugh at this play upon wordsj 
sparj^d; DgmetriuSi from replying. ^ The 
Princess though blushing, ,eyed him> ,stiU 
jnorp. archly than her grandmother. 

" Your wish to please my grandmama," 
she said, " is so agreeable to me. Counts 
that I will not quarrel with you for put- 
' ting a negative upon balls and concerts ; 
but jusit'let me hint to you, that you may 
safely recal that negative, and honestly 
own, you love to sing and dance, and be 
happy now and then among crowds. — If 
you are "a's like me in character as in coun- 
tenance, you can be happy any where : 
alone or in company ; in a ball-rooin, or 
in a wood; reading or talking; playing 
the philosopher, or playing the, fool; and 
so you may ^ well consent to be bappy a 
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iWtfltgfat henccy 4ancfcng with me, as rt^ 
solve upon awkwardly- maequeraAng ivt 
y»uF presdnt garb of a Nestor: — it don't- 
become yo«, upon myhonottr." 

Such good-htimoureel r»iilery producnl 
no worse effbct upon Demetrim, tl»n len-' 
Aer'mg him completely ing enuoua. He 
eopfesscd guilty to the charge of diasimu- 
lation, owned that daoicing was one of his 
favourite amutements, mmic hia passkm-; 
and finally engaged himself for the en- 
viable distinction of walteing at Ihe com- 
ing ball, with bis fair accuser. 

Hours now ftew like minntes.— Lively 
imaginations and warm^ hearts, never per- 
'raitted the conversation to cease, or be- 
come languid: they were like friends 
meeting after long absence: each, had a 
profusion of things to say, and each list- 
ened with animated interest to the details 
of the other. 

Constantia, who would not allow any 
one to attend the DucSess but herself, 
glided airily about h^r, performing all 
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ikotc little flJBr» of attenti've^'affectrofi, 
which are so eniemmg wtwn dnerftillf 
executed : and Demetrms, after a short 
coBteet, WB permitted to imaiK, and take 
the- plice of the stale attendant. Whose 
buHBecB it was, to fif^ his Jjaij from one 
station to atiothn-. 

When they vrere seated at supper, tlK 
fcusiness of the repast gave fresh vivacity 
to their conversation : and had a painter 
wished for tDodefe of yoathftil delight, he 
might have found them in Princess Con- 
stantia: and our young Hussar. 

Ah, unhappy Zaire ! at- this very mo- 
ment, wast thau> in a distant country/ 
gating with swimming eyes, upon the 
miniattire of that beautiful face which 
riiy tenderness had so often fighted up, 
with all the charm of transport! At this 
very moment, was thy "too-faithful heart, 
beating with an incurable passion, and si- 
lently petitioning the God of pitv, to 
forgive its criminal constancy ! 
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When Colonel Wurtzburgh firai hemi 
of bis young Lieutenant's introduction t» 
the Duchess di Felieri, he was seized with 
such an acute fit of his old disease, envj% 
that with difficulty he coqpealed it: but 
recovering after a ^rt struggle, he con- 
soled himself with hoping that in so Un- 
equal an intimacy might be sown the seeds 
of tbat.misery for the brothers, which his 
demoniac geniils was so well qualified to 
ripen. He therefore congratulated De- 
metrius, liberally praised the Duchess, 
and her charming grand-daughter, and 
begged earnestly to obtain an introduc- 
tion also. 

This was easily accomplished. The 
Duchess grateful for the services of 
Wurtzburgh's regiment, had already or- 
dered money to be distributed among the 
soldiers ; and she now gave a magnificent 
entertainment to the officers, at which 
some of the finest performers from the 
Venetian Op^ra-house, exerted their be- 
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witching talents. A ball followed the con- 
Vtn, composed of the nolnlity, and neigh- 
bouring military. 

At this gala, Gonstantia's uncle was pre- 
sent. He came to congratulate their ve- 
nerable relative upon her providential 
escape; and personally to present the 
young Count Lcopolstat, with a sword 
superbly hilted with diamonds. 
■ In the company of the Prince of Nu- 
remberg, it was impossible to forget'that 
he was a Prince: his air warned even his 
intimates never to lose sight of that. If 
he smiled, it was a smile wbich awed, not 
invited the gaiety of others; if he con- 
versed, his cold stateliness checked the 
current of conversation, confining it solely 
to his questions and their replies. 

Demetrius could not help perceiving in 
this Prince's ostentatious acknowledge 
menta, the want of gratitude's best ingre- 
dient, a tielight at having been obliged. 
No sooner had he given him the glittering 
sword, and delivered it with a formal 
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speeckof fbture patro&age, befove air,a>« 
sctnbbge of company, thun he seemed to 
think that his involuntary debt was coirt 
ptetely acquitted; and that he might 
henceforth coRsidci the young subattcnt 
is 8 creatuze in&led to no more than' the 
osual share of illustrious condescension. 

Had noC the eyes of. Constantia pleaded 
for her uncle's ungraciousness, and by 
their kindness atoned for it, the high-spirit- 
ed Demetrius,, woold have been tempted ta 
ri^ . NurenUiecg's eternal displeasure, by - 
refusing the baobte, to which he now af- 
Sxed BO' value. Hexhecked the resirotfol 
aweU of his proud heart, simply bowed a 
re^y, and politely iastened it at his side. 

This momentary mortilication was fnily 
compensate by the pointed attentions oC . 
the Duchess; she was not to be frowned 
out of laudable feeling by a petulant 
nephew. Conscious that Demetrius de- 
served the warmest gratitude, and held 
that rank in society, which privileged her 
openly to shew it, she evidently ma^e bis 
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gratiBcatfort, her sole &hn, in ttte ftiniise^ 
mcnts of the crcningl 

Unaccustomed to Ae opposition of any ' 
of her wishes, and unused to eonsirit either 
private or public opinion ; habituated (o 
follow every benevolent impulse without 
considering the inconveniences to which it 
might fead, she now secretly fesotved to 
adopt this engaging youth, and tt> be-' 
qaeath hint at her death, that part of her' 
f<Rtune which she had formerly destined 
for her nephew. The icy reswve of the 
Prince, disgusted few: perhaps she was un-' 

. conaciov^y piqued at the indiffin-ence 
about hef life, and his niece's, which cold 
(Jondiict to their preserver certainly nn- 
pfied. Whatever was the motive, from 
that night she conceived as immoderate a 

.dislike to him, as she had taken an afltc- 
tion fef Demetrius, and saw the former 
depart, a few days afterwards, without of- 
fieifng at a srngle attempt to detain him. 
• The Incident of the ball, had shewn her 
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the heartle^sness of costly presents. To 
have given the young soldier any more 
diamonds, would she thought taste of her 
nephew's repaying principle : she there- 
fore merely presented liim with a rich pe- 
lisse, embroidered in gold, by herself. 

The kindness with which Demetrius was 
uniformly received at the lodge, and his ap- 
titude to forget every distinction, in affec- 
tion^soon produced a complete familiarity, 
which shewed all their minds in that negli- 
gent undress that is so becoming, when 
worn by sense and virtue. 

Dividing the. day between exercise, em- 
ployment, and elegant recreation, was so 
much the habit of Constantia and her 
grandmother, that they seemed ignorant 
of the merit attached to so laudable a u^e 
of time, • 

Demetrius never saw with them, any of 
that lassitude, or those capricious humours, 
springing out of indolence: they had no 
occasion to rack their friend's. inventions 
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for new amusements, being satisfied with 
such as they had Enjoyed together for 
many months. 

Though unable to move without assist- 
ance, the Duchess did not suffer her mind ; 
Vo become the slave of her body : society 
of the enlightened and the good, and the. 
works of genius were glorious resources, 
which never failed her. She continued 
also, to hold a stated court ; and had days of 
audience, at .which her numerous tenantry, 
attended with complaints or petitions,every. 
one of which, she heard and exatnined. 

Each hour of the day was dedicated, by 
her, :to some laudable purpose, or some, 
innocent .recreation: every domestic un-, 
der her roof had his determined use : and 
though constant employment occupied all 
the members of her vast household, the 
iTtind of its mistress, coramunicated its own 
serene character to them, producing that 
placid steadine^ which is the beauty of 
order. " Such an order the heavenly bo- 
dies keep, which so movetliat they.ever. 
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seem td uami stil}, aod never disturb ime 
anothef." • 

While the Duchess thus retted withm, 
a doBieuic deity, Constantla visited the 
sick 'and aged in the environs of the 
pahce ; often administering with her own 
kankb, the medicines prescribed by their 
physician. It waii then, that Demetriur 
(being now permitted to accomjwmy her 
waU:8,) felt tke fuU power of Constatitia: 
tbe kireKness of hier person, faded bef<ctf:e^ 
tlie bri^htnessofhersoUl; her benci^leflt 
acuons peipetually awakened that tender 
admiration which neither mere beauty nor 
loTti can ever arouse: he' would then' 
tiuafc of Madame d» FtmtaiitviUe with a' 
sigh of bottCT ctHtcern. 

What a maturity, did a youth, so «n- 
ployM appear to promise !— it was impas- 
sible for him to see her as he often did,- 
stoopmg to caress the peasant children, 
Condescending to tell them little tatc3> 
and to give them short iastmctions, with- 
out imag'tniDg the perkkl iii wlach kbe. 
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WJMiM profoabljr be surroundod, t>y a r^u^ 
of hef DWQ. At those moments be couJd 
not forbear wishing tl»t she had been 
born of less ^lendid pareotSj and that it 
had been his brother's lot, to se^ and to 
jihtain her congenial heart. 

It was imposGtt^e for Demetrius not ta 
love •virtues bo bletMed with grac«s aa4 
accotnplishuients, and bo enlivened Iff 
spirits, blooming in perpetual spring. — 
He gave way to the delight with which the 
contetaplatiaQ of them, iof^uredbim,. be- 
lieving it a baraUess, nay a j^f ide-wgrtby 
sentiawnt. Alas 1 he knew not> under 
he,w inuiy di&ient garbs the tyrant pa»- 
, sion obtains entrance through the breast ! 

The painful tenderness which he still- 
rained for Madame de. FontainviUe, as- 
sisted yet raoxe ia deceiving him. He 
had s«r long believed it Impossible for him> 
entirety, to conquer that unfortunate at- 
tachment th^t he was iiKeusible to its gm 
dualdecline. Inoothing was the diminution 
(^.thiqpASsioQ-sq-eridentafi in the decay of 
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its hopes : for in- proportion as his d6$Jre 
to possess Madatne de FontaiDville, lost 
its earnestness, the death of her husband, 
appeared an event, less and less protoble. 

Somietimes a casual remark, by rousiog 
long-forgotten' scenes, would for awhile 
revive all the impetuosity of forbidden 
wishes : and then pity, the strongest feel- ' 
ing he now cherished for the oflce-adored ■ 
Zaire, would rise to such an agony as to 
impose on him for love. 

These occasional fits of grief sen-ed only 
to render his character more interesting to 
his illustrious friends, and to cheat himself 
into a belief that he >vas still a' m siljo 
self-imposed despair. 

Leopolstat's letters were always sureto 
banish this false idea of his own un- 
equalled sufferings : they were so fraught 
with restrained but profound sadness, that 
Demetrius acknowledged his superior 
chhv on compassion and respect. 

Kis answer to that, in which Demetrius 
related his introduction to the Felieri 
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family,, ind Ms vain' etwleaVour to hea^ 
something particular of Adelaide, con- 
tained in one part, these words. — ' 

" I sincerely thank you, my dearest 
brother, for your tender soiicitiide aboui; 
my happiness ; and do assure you, it is art 
additional motive to mej for contending 
with a weakness at whicTi I ought to blush. 

" I will not attemjjt to conceal from 
you, that my heart has received a deep 
and dreadful wound : it will take many 
years to cure — and then, your brother 
can have no other hope in life than to see 
you happy. 

" Yoti will pardon this excess of regret, 
when you recollect, that men at my age, 
(af least such as are su:;ceptib!e of the 
softer feelings;) have more causes for la- 
menting the disappointment of a strong 
attachment, than such as are younger. — ■ 
With the woman they love, is associated 
the sweet expectation of a home and a 
family ; an estimation in society, which 
no single man feels himself justly ectitled

When peruai-ng such letters as' these, 
Demetrius couM not help conftssittg the 
superior nature of an it£fectim' like this, 
so connected with rational desires : nor 
iorbear wishing, that he could forget for 
ever, a passion which had so di0erentl]r 
aflTfcted his disordered heart. 
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-' Ittmr-iHi nam, ha4 ht-itU to aaffu^k, 
aw of tftecomequMioei of th«t.pac^an. 
'- ' It«Kil8|c in coa^nuiiBg himself to rigid 
ccoBORy, '^nd ckpr^ing hiowelf even of 
IseattvokBt indulgences^ till his . play- 
drhti diouM be liquidated, he bad refused 
the generous aEeistance o£. Charles ; who 
finding kimpdncd by importunity, un- 
willingly relin^utshed it, on condition 
that .they should aftemrardi share the in- 
come which the fonafar'' had originally 
^oyed. ■, 

, Demetrius was now living entirely upon 
his pay> and often sighed in vain for the 
means of during in Priiicess Constantta's 
liberality. 

They were one day loitering together 
in soane .woods cemote from the Lodge, 
when a. man. and his wife, who. appeared 
exhausted with sickness and poverty, beg- 
ged . for charity. The Princess immedi- 
ately put money into their haoib: — 
Demetrius had that very morning parted

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»j|th..his., last daart to ptpcuje sftra^-t^lbn- 
foits for a soldoer's wife, Vfbo- had Just 
lain in of twins ; and he was now forced 
to be a passive hearer of a Tcry afieetmg 
story. 

CoDstantia directed th6 poor travetleia 
to the palace : after she turned b9C^ he 
was silent for some time ; at length, be 
said, with great emotion — 

" I would rather have yaa know me to 
be any thing, than think me unfeeling; 
so novf I honestly confess, that at this mor- 
ment, I could, give those miserable people, 
nothing but sighs." 

The blush of ingeaacan shame whidi 
mantled on his cheek, was pale to the 
glow of painfuE surprize^ {^reading over 
that of the young Princess : She hastily 
Stopped; and aer eagr . eyes asked an eX'^ 
plaiKitlott. 
: Denietrius.jpiTe it. her; impeitiously. 
--ThoOgh there vras.agood dt^al to cen- 
suire hira foe ta the circumstances of this 
narrative^ there wa».much to applaud: 
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alia Ba^ idoiKViriiM fe'hoMrii' hb'if poWnW 
a sefctimc/nfpir^cipitafcS Km into 'iflie 
fault, sfie' w6ii1d Kav'e" censured him still 
less.' the poverfj' tRiis candidly actnW- 
ledged, the irtdependent principle, which 
His ardour prompted him to avow, and tlie 
gratefal fondness with wKicli he expatiated ' 
on his brother's goodness, were new sti- 
mulants to her esteem : secretly resolving 
to avoid with great addressi every motive 
for expe'nse, whenever he Was with' her, 
she took his hand as' a sister might have 
done, and said sweetly — 

" So ': W6 are to reseriible each other ' 
in every way. it it' were not," fe>r'my 
dear grahdmama's generosity, I should be 
much poorer than yourselff'. Relying on 
Kef partiality to provide forme, (she lov- 
ing me with an affection double as our 
relationship'; for she was not only the' 
rdbther of my mother, but my great-aunt, 
having beeh the sister of my grand-father 
the fambos Prince of Nuremberg ; ) my 
father. In memoiy of my grand-father's 
■ 3 
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greatness, .was fond of exteading the- fa- 
ipily territories, and therefore, left alt fais 
personal- estates to his brotber, the.present 
Prinze- of Nuremberg. — Hence .you see, 
that being totally dependent on the boun-- 
ty of pay .grand-mother, I have no merit 
ia being generous; ^u have." She theft 
pror^pded to comment on- the confession 
qf efi;9D which he hid ju^ made-; SttH 
pRtBetriya.vfJjile he listendd, , thought he 
had never before heard sijch conclusive 
ai«H.^fftts,ag3iii:^ gaming. . - 

^t Mfould be useless to trace the -progress

tia and Demetrius. 

It is eaey..to Conceive how impercepti- 
yy, -yet Jiojv surely, a. guilty passion in 
an othei-wiag pure , heart, woijld fade-be- 
fore the clrarm of iBDocence ; and how na- 
turally, Cpnstantia would aeek to imbibe 
favourable sentiments foe the preserver 
of her life. 
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So equal was the growth of theirdtta'ch- 
ment, that neither of them had yet wished 
for irnwe regard than the other testified; 
and Demetrius, who remerabered Love, 
even in its happiest hours, only as a 
'season of storms, would have been asto- 
nished had any one given that name to 
the delightful emcrtioi) frith whfch he now 
gazed after the steps (rf hi? gay Constan- 
tia, met her Inight eyes, or touched her- 
«oft hand. 

The sunshine of a virtuons affefctimi, 
pervaded his. whirfe soul : but as, neither 
jealousy nor appre^e'nstoa ' had as yet 
.i;louded its brightness, he suffered himself 
to enjoy the genial effect, wiritoiit scru- 
tinizing its cause. l . 

Had accident prompted him to put the 
questipn to himself, he would have neg^ 
tived it, upon these grounds. During 
,the despotic reign of his first love, every 
other sentiment had withered in- his bo-, 
,son) ; even fraternal affection was then a 
we^k feeling: the hope of distinction,

bled her kindness for l><;in«tnus, styled 
him het child, and whenever they were 
rld'ofPtrnip'SheavKSt trappings, its long 
train of attendants; loved to hear her fa- 
vourites address each other,. by their fami- 
liar names. 

Colonel Wurtzburgh meanwhile, wab 
no dull witness of all this ptanong. He 
had seen the repelling demeanour widi 
which Prince Kuremberg, discharged his 
debt of gratUude; and had overheard 
bjin say, sternly, to the Duchess, ( as they 
eyed Constantia flying though a dance 
with her preserver :) " That young man, 
seems too familiar here. Madam. — You 
know how 1 detest the levelling-system." 

Wurtzburgh treasured up this speecJi : 
it augured a vident and resolute oppoei- 
tion to any extravagant proposal of the 
old lady*STn lavour of this ill-starred young 
man : and being ignorant of the influ- 
ence which hex vast disposeable wealth 
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gave, the Duchess over her ungracious 
;tiephew, he suffered Demetrius to drink 

in the honey of this new attachment; 
-sure, of eventually acquiring .an alchymy 

that wouldtunt it into poison,. 
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Leaving Demetrius to enjoy almost per- 
fect happiness in the society of Felieri, 
and to describe it in his letters to the 
friendly Forshiem, we will revert to 
Charles. 

The distinguished post he held under 
the Arch-duke, and. the great share he 
enjoyed of that Prince's confidence, gave 
a salutary occupation to his hours. 

Consoled by the tranquillity of a bro- 
ther, (still the first object of his care), 
employed in considering plans which 
might hereafter benefit his country, Leo- 
polstat's philanthropic heart scarcely suf-

ftred itself to throb mth one selfish grief : 
yet'tiiere were times, when it mastered all 
tiis strength. ' 

\ As ofien as he tried to rouse up the 
decaying interest (formerly so lively);

How japidly did the blood run thiough- 
tfce veins of CfaaHes, aa he fancied ^ag. 
improbable possibility, for a moment; 
be beheld Adelaide his ovm, c^ent to^ 
share an humble fortune, and to find In do* 
naestic retiretaent, and . the calm <^ an- 
undeoorated sufficiency, that happinesa 
ffu* which she seemed expressly formed. 
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the simplijied dress, the pleasing cares 
of clegjnrt economy, the sports of chiW- 
ren, and the delights of a home unap- 
proached by £nhion^ senseless - tribe, 
aH produced an ^ instantaneous picture^ 
upon which Ite gazed -with tender trati^' 
port: bbt it vanished! — at the Toice^ 
reason, it vanished for eTer. 

Fotshietn, was of too noble a nature, 
Ihus to desert the woman who' had long 
been isolated from every other prospect, 
by hifi avowed engagement ,* Manual In- 
gersdorf still proclaimed his intention of 
bestowing Adelaide on his wanl ; and she 
herself, bad written to her aunt; that her 
fate was fixed. Nothing, therefore, wat 
left to Charles, but the conviction of hav- " 
ing acted with uniform integrity. This, 
became a solid consolation, and enabled 
him to stem the torrent <tf passionate 
regret. 

The well-principled abhorrence with

his bgst. auxili^y. He believed .hitosdf

In military duties and studies, J9Ji;^ai,tp. ,■ 
the' enjoyments of benevoleiice.4pd friend- 
8hip> did the autumn and the winter pass 
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away with Gdurit Let^lstal: 'a newscene 
then opened. '■ " "' 

Reviving her fnistratedscheme'of uni- 
versal laggpandizement, France dissoWed 
the engagements of Campo Fontiio;' and 
put" her armies on the Rhine andln Italy, 
into a threatening postiire. 

The Austrian troops hastened to op- 
pose thic bold movement, " by advancing 
;to' the Lech; 'where th'ey -lay in readiness 
to cross that river, whenever she should 
openly declare war, by passing' the ac- 
knowledged boundary. 

In the beginning of March, General 
"Joordan, threw down the expected gaunt- 
let, and Prince Charles rushed forw'ard to 
seize it. 

Sheltering themselves under their thread- 
bare mantle offalsehood, the French Direc- 
tory proclaimed this hostile act, but an 
authorized precaution; ' and assuried of 
theEftlperor'swillingness-to plunge agaih

Jhe sttddeBness and 
yigout of this attack; the advantages of 
Jourdan's positiaii; imA the disadvantager 
ous ground wtarroid^bl^ «Qcii|ited bf tba 
Amtngnai at fiist ii«4iaed Ae bidance ta 
the «iieiny:'tb^ 'pnwebuled with gteat 
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slaughter through the right wing, and con- 
fidently proceeded to dislodge Some re- 
maining troops, posted on the heights 
fceyond. 

- The Ijattle was then deemed lost : some 
" of the bravest (rfficers urged the Prince to 
retreat Leopolstat alone, eagerly se- 
conded the indignation with which his il- 
lustrious General repelled this ignoble 
counsel. He suggested a new movement, 
which the Arch-duke adopted. Dismount- 
ing from his horse, Charles offered to 
rally and lead forward the scattered in- 
fant^ : the- offtr was hastily acceptcdl 
■fv«ral other officers' caught his gallant 
enthusiasm, and the charge was-'lchewed 
with , a vigour which ensured success to 
the. able dispositions of the Prince. 

Dreadful was the- carnage, but com- 
plete the victory. The noble and the lowly- 
strewed the. earth in mingled heaps: 
Charles saw his brave companions fall ra- 
pidly aitjund, and thought not of himself 
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but of his trother, who' wu' then fel- 
away, and perhaps combating, like* theoT;, 
only to die, , 

A severe flesh-wound was .of too little 
consequence to .the ardent Leopolstat to 
confine him for a singichour : After this- 
glorious day at Stockach, he bore his full 
share in the minor engagfinents.that fol- 
lowed ; and had the satisfaction of seeing 
the enemy driven once more beyond the 
Rhine. / ■ - ^ 

Jourdan'a defeated, army vms consoli- 
date!^ with tliat.of Massena's, in Switzer- 
land, where it hadsoiight a sanctuary from 
pursuit ; asd they were now menaced hf^ 
the victorious troops of Aaslria. 

In the memorable combat at SchafP", 
.hausen. Prince Charles had again been 
conqueror ; and liow, waiting for the des- 
tined moment of entering Switzerland, he 
reposed his valiant soWiere upon the banks 
of the Lake of Constance. 

It is the province of politicians to 
account for the five weeks inaction 
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^ tHts admirable yovng General^ at so 
erttlcti a p^od ; bnt caiidour wili i^dily 
admit the probability of its arising from' 
Causes ovtr which he had no poWifr: 
causes, thai tramttielled a gfdat and a bene- 
volent spirit, and' have diffhsed peralci- 
ouff effects thr^gh tKe ^cde mass of 
G'erman operations. 

Leaving Leopolstat cro^rtied witli fresh 
Taurels, and enjoying the secret coancils 
of his august commander : leaving him 
fo sigh amidst all' his'Bi'me, ai^ td thiQk 
how empty wfcre'honoQTs, uh^httffed by* 
Adelaide; I rettirh to Demetrius in (he 
Tretisane. 
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^8' ilfa^ part of i^hfl- Atntrion ' farce, to 
vliHf:h tbe yoaBgtT Leopolstat belofigedy 
was considered as a body of reserve for 
the artnj of- obscrvatloir, lining the bank 
of' the Adtge,- it' was still in it^ fornter 
cantcHfraentsj when hostilities commenced 
in Italy : Demetrius therefore, was yel 
veposing .among tHe svreetsof hospitable 
flietidship. 

' It was now the- niton^ of Afareh; in 
tbaf tttdbaa^ltg climate. Spring's magic 
touch had already tnunfonoed thsc" icy 
treei, and snowy bills, into green bowers, 
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and fragrant beds. The aong of th^ night- 
ingale, the. smell of violets and fruit- 
blossoms, greeted the wanderer in his 
walks : the blue arch of heaven, was doud- 
less ; and th^ star of evening, rose upon 
nights of wann serenity.

Evei^ Qffi^er now ^wied the Une ofr 
march; and Dtemetiios was ibr the first 
hour, wildly gay : bis thoughts absolutely 
xan away frpm their own scrutiny ; and 
sought i>efvge from it, 'm this wretched, 
vivacity.. .: \ 

The new situation of Wurtzbur^'s rp* 

g^ment, which was brigaded with others,. 

and encamped, in the neighbourhood of - 

Verona, <^ened a scene of {Jcadng no- 

- Tclty to Demetrius. 

The activity of a cam{^ and the interest 
of actual service, contributed to restore 
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Itis mind to rtt former Wne : be wis still 
so near his illustriout frienda as to hear 
from them frequently, he was cniain of 
^eir stability ^ and he began to pant for 
ia oppoitunity of increasing his claims 
on their esteem. 

This opportunity w» on the eve of 
■occurring. 

The FrencH trftopi lining the bank of 
the Stttncit^ feeling themselves securely' 
flanked by the important fwiresses of 
Mantua and PesclMera, were eager for 
battle: the Austrian* upon the Adige, 
necessarily fwced to dfefend it hf a Ibngfl- 
line, iniperfectJy sustained by hiere in^ 
trenclnnimts, wer^ aware of their dfsad- 
vantagcoos position; yet not despondent! 

To obtain the pillage of Verona, was 
the objfect of the Republicans : to defend 
that city, the hope of rtie Imperialists. 

A vigorous attempt was soon made on 
this points by the enemy; and they suc- 
ceeded in forcing every post before 
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. yero^j^ 'an^ Pastrengo. JDe^trJus was 
m the column at Bevilaqua, that rapiijly 

,a4yaiic^Dg> turned the tidfs-of success- 
■ He fpy^t >yith ardour; and distin- 
gilishj^diiimwlf as much, by, the. rapidity 

.with which .he comprehended aqd exe^ 
cuted every ne.w order, as by his undaunt- 
ed intrepidity. 

Wurtzburgh,. in giving him a .post of 
danger, had given him the post of ho- 
nour : for at th^ termination of the action. 
General Kray publicly complimented his 
young countryman, upon his condu.ct. 
.' From this period^ his talents and cou- 
rage, (though somewhat sullied by 
rashness) ; procured him the attention of 
his General: and after the renowned bat- 
tle of the fifth of April,. ( in which, our 
young Hussar had two horses killed under 
htm}, Wurtzburgh saw another Charles 
in the person of Demetrius. 

While he was coldly thanked, in the 
usual routine of business; or angrily passed 
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by; his lieutenant was warmly api^auded,

Elated as Cemefrius really 'was, ynti^ 
tlie universal approbation i)t hi's compa- 
nioBs, nbthiDg touctied his'fieartso much, 
as a letter frotn his brother at Schaflfhausijn. 
li cc/iitiineii a relation 'bf his bwn mi- 
litary career in Suabia and the confineB of 
Switzei-laiid, and breathed the'mosi'affec- 
' tionate solicitude Tor his safety : charging 
hiia to remember that be was now, the 
' only source bf his brother's happiness. 

Deriietriiis caiight new fire from the 

"brilliant track ofCharles; and With diffi- 

^ culty' reined m an ardmir 'vvhich precipi- 

',tated hita but too often im6 needless 

danger. 

After his first engagement, he thought 
no more of gloomy forebodings. He now 
wrote to the Duchess di Felieri, in high 
spirits; eloquently described the different 
scenes in which he had acted ; predicted 
iresh successes, (springing from the in- 
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fttmcc of lier afiectionate patrcmage);' 
ani dwelt" with rapture on the hour of 
peace or of truce, which would enable 
liim to bring his early laurels into the 
sunshine of Princess Constantia^ smiles. 

To that secretly-cherished object, were 
all his views directed. Yet he would tiot 
allow himself to think so: though he 
kissed her picture at every solitary instant 
dwelt with tumultuous but sweet confu- 
sion of thought, on the last words of his 
protectress ; and often while thinkin g, 
that the countenance which this picture 
represented, was lovelier than the Goddess 
of Spring, repeated to himself—" but it 
is her heart that 1 love; it is her heart." 

An attachment like this, so pure and so 
delightful; an attachment, that gave fresh 
energy to every virtue, had nothing in it 
to terrify Demetrius. 

When so eminently favoured by her 
nearest relative, he was too young and in- 
experienced to calculate upon possible 
causes of misery : and he believed that to 
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be permitted to love her, and drink him- 
self befoved, would make him fully blest. 

. The bright dawn of a spotless aflfec- ; 
tibn, rose upon hjs soul, after a stormy 
and burntngdayofpassion, a gloomy night . 
of despair and remorse : how then, was it 
to be expected that he should avoid its 
cheering influence ? 

■ After the battle of Magnon, the Aus- 
trian Generals, pursued the French fonres, 
successively beyond the Tartaro, and the 
Cheisa : the Russian anny, now joined 
that of the Germanic empire, and the- 
whole command devolved upon the iron- 
hearted, but ever-victorious SuwarroW. 

Demetrius, still in the army of General 
Kray, went with the detachment which un- 
der this able commander, invested the for- 
tresses of Peschiera and Mantua. He was 
present at the reduction of both places; 
and with him, rejoined the main army 
time enough to share in the decision of the 
bloody field of Novi.

Count Forshiem made- it a point of 
conscience never to extract the seaets of 
his nearest friends, either by intreaty or 
raillery ; nay, he now canried' this delicacy 
so tir. as to avoid looking at the expresuon 
of young Leopolstat's features. App^- 
liently al»orbed in Charles's letter, he 
speared unconscious of his companion's 
eosotiotj, and' aa soon as hehad read it 
through, hastily uttered, a friendly com- 
ment, and retired. 

A few days after this, the young Aid- 
de-camp. Was well enough to enter upon

deli'bcTBte nmrAef. The disgrace of ha'*'- 
mg received a bknv, is, in my opinio^, can^ 
celled by having returned it : I thcreforfc 
am fea^BfieA : and H* yda are not, I stand 
liet« to let yoa take satisfaction." 

" Then, tiws, I take it, coward !" ex*- 
f^aime^l the Prittce, hastily firing dff hi^ 
pistol : the ball took effect, and -OemetriDS 
fell. 

Every drop of Mood, now deserted the 
horror-struck features of Kuremberg ; by 
-Hiis ra^ act, he had endangered, if not his 
life, his military rank and reputation. SHia- 
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daining however to quit the scene, he ad- 
vanced to Cetnetrius who was now sup- 
ported on the bosom of Forshiem, and 
tinking with loss of blood. 

" I am heartily sorry for thisP' burst 
involuntarily from Nuremberg. Demetrius 
unclosed his heavy eyes, and stretched 
out his hand to him with a smile of amity :

m the most htuourable Kgh>, and to 
insnre your fatoiv kapipatess. 
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•** The courier waJts: Jea*i«g me only 
time to assure you of the unahersbie 
grrftitodc -and frieoddiip of the Princess 
waA 

OoixfmK FoLiBin." 

The emorian of Demetrius nponnvtfng 
this letter, was so great, as to make fiin 
feel stek atid faint. He could not mistake 
l^generous intention of ^he I>uchets, nor 
refuse to believe himself siifficiently deat 
to the Princess, to airthorize tri«a in hoping 
ilbe might resist any wish of Iter uncle's, 
to unite her wiA another. 

At (Ms ecstatic itraught, iua heart 
Arebbed inldly. He heM (he imensi^ 
paper to his lips, and forgot ia the brigbt 
tiews of fhe future, all Im past SDitews.

Colonel appeared to fancy he had ndthhig' 
to 'confide. 

The face of Wurtzburgh was at this 
period " full of strange matter;" the first 
commanication of which nearly over- 
powered his unfortunate auditor. 

Some prisoneis~ lately brought into 
omp, had recognised the hitherto-un- 
known Republican, as General de Fon- 
t^inville, the husband of Zaire. TTie 
wr^ched man, was now breathing his 
last, in an adjoining tent. 

For a few moments, Demetrius could 
not speak : The name of Madame de Fon^ 
tainville, and the certainty of her husband's 
death, gave a mortal blow to every hope, ■ 
fuid palsied even thought.

'f WW she sot dearer to me, alas ! thaa 
my- own soul ?— did I not swear to love 
her, even in the agotijes-of death ? — was I 
not ready to relinquish, for her sake, the 
person who ought to have been dearest to 
qerOQ ^i^hi 11^ brother, my. benefactor ! 
-^:rr^d do I now shudder at the pro^wot 
of possessing her Cm: ^er.?" 
- Us tiiQUlght.oE Consiantia; in spite of 
esery. resolve, he tbou^t of her ; and. 
wb^:he pictured, tbfr shock this discovery 
W4)j)d. ^ve to hwreiMirend. Illative, the; 
dd^^r^ wound it woukt inflict upooiher 
innocent heart, he was not master of hisf' 
feelings. 

The campaign naw drew to a close: 
and Demetiius, .released from active 
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MTvice, and deprived of Forshiem, (whose' 
rtgiment was ordered into difTerent can- 
tonments )j had leisure to muse even to 
madness. 

He was waiting for the reply of De 
Liancour, to his brother's letter, before 
he could bring himself to write the one, so 
much dreadedj toPelieri, when an express 
from thence reached the camp, in the 
middle of an inclement night. 

The Duchess had been struck with a 
paralytic affection, from which it was 
likely she would never recover; and her 
distracted grandchild now sent for Deme- 
trius, at her particular request. 

Upon such an occasion the usual mili- 
tary rules were dispensed with ; the Gene- 
ral allowed his Aid-de-camp, ten days*' 
leave ; and the latter, still weak and feeble, 
commenced his sad journey to the Tr«- 
visane.

tjeauty made more captivating l^ el«gant 
Kcamplishments, she waa modest even to 
liiasKfuJness : Charles prized her for this 
fault; and had often, (while seeing her 
shrink from the a^iduity of admissible ad- 
miration ); »id lo himself — " How few yro~ 
men there are, that, capable of t'ltanning 
aU men, are con-tent with endearing them- 
selves to one only !"
